American  aircraft  con 
cern  has  been  established  in  the  Dani- 
el Guggenheim  School  of  Aeronautics 
at  New  York  University,  by  J.  Don 
Alexander  Eaglerock  company. 

A four  year  scholarship  in  aeron- 
autical engineering  or  business  aeron- 
autics will  be  awarded  this  year  to  the 
college  student  who  shows  the  most 
practical  imagination  in  aeronautics. 
The  winner  may  choose  between  the 
scholarship  and  an  Eaglerock  airplane. 
Two  hundred  and  eleven  colleges  are 
represented  in  the  competition.  A num- 
ber of  free  flying  courses  and  free 
flight  manuals  are  offered. 

Prof.  Alexander  Klemin,  a consult- 
ing aeronautical  engineer  for  both  the 
army  and  navy  during  the  world  war, 
now  head  of  the  Guggenheim  school 
in  New  York,  has  become  chairman  of 
the  Alexander  Eaglerock  committee  on 
awards.  Other  members  will  be  Dr. 
Jesse  Morgan,  dean  of  the  Colorado 
School  of  Mines,  President  J.  Don 
Alexander,  and  Dr.  D.  B.  Harmofi  of 
Colorado  College. 

New  York  University  was  chosen 
after  a careful  survey  of  aeronautical 
schools  in  American  universities.  The 
executive  council  and  Chancellor  E.  E. 
Brown  have  given  hearty  approval  of 
the  scholarship  plan  of  promoting  avi- 
ation interest  in  the  colleges. 

More  college  students  are  flying  to- 
day than  ever  before.  Flying  clubs 
are  now  active  in  eighty-  seven  col- 
leges and  universities.

Outstanding  professors  from  the 
country’s  leading  colleges  and  univer- 
sities will  make  up  the  faculty.  The 
courses  of  instruction  given  during  the 
cruise  are  orientation,  art,  languages, 
world  affairs,  history  and  government, 
economics  and  sociology,  science, 
phylosophy,  religion  and  ethics.  The 
courses  are  so  arranged  'that  they  may 
be  applied  to  all  the  various  countries 
visited  and  such  courses  as  art,  his- 
tory, language,  world  affairs  and 
geology,  will  be  studied  1 while  the 
students  are  in  the  actual  country  of 
which  they  are  studying  about. 

Any  college  student  who  wishes  to 
send  in  application  may  be  a member 
of  the  cruising  student  body.  How- 
ever, the  number  of  students  accepted 
for  this  year’s  trip  is  not  to  exceed 
two  hundred.

From  a beginning  with  nine  high 
schools  and  34  contestants  in  1925,  the 
Utah  Commercial  Contest,  held  an- 
nually at  Brigham  Young  University, 
has  taken  its  place  among  the  biggest 
and  best  in  'the  nation.

The  only  team 
that  has  checked  the  scoring  of  the 
Golden  five  to  any  appreciable  extent 
is  the  University  of  Utah  five. 

Utah  University  lost  three  pre-sea- 
son games  to  Wyoming  University  of 
the  eastern  division,  and  Wyoming  is 
no  closer  than  three  steps  to  the  top 
of  the  eastern  division  standing.
